Rain drowns out

TliFlOO^riTrhoUsing project7proposedfor- 
Main St. in Antioch and approved, by the 
Illinois Housing Development Authority ( IH- 
DA) under the. previous administration of 
Mayor Ray Toft and supported by both 
Mayors Bob Wilton and Mike Haley, does not 
seem to be favored by the present ad- 
ministration of Mayor Toft, as was demon- 
strated when the village board did not pass a 
resolution to keep the IHDA project alive at 
the beginning of June. . 

The pro j ect was firs t approved by the 
village board' in 1970 and^hrouglTiTAntioch's* 
need for senior citizen housing was' supposed 
to be filled by the project meant to basically 
house handicapped and low income families 
and then senior citizens. 

The IHDA project was accepted in lieu of 
the non-availability of funding for housing 
meant only for seniors. ~ 

The developers of the project said that a 
survey had indicated that there were so few 
low income and handicapped families in the 
Antioch area that they felt that the bulk of 
the 100 units would go to senior citizens, 
especially since many seniors would have 
the handicapped priority. 

Although Toft says that the many requests 
he receives indicate that there are more than 
enough seniors in need of housing in the An- 
tioch area to fill the 100 units, there is con- 
cern by members of the board that low in- 
come and handicapped people from outside 
the area would move in and fill the majority 
of the units, leaving only a small proportion 
of them for the seniors. 

Trustee Claudette Skvarce, who is not in 
favorof low- income, housing in Antioch, 
thinks that this question should go to a public 
hearing. - - 

Trustee Rod White was of the opinion that 
the village could absorb. low income housing 
if it was dispersed throughout the village.
